A CONOCURRENT RBESOLUTION.

tricts, and for county, city, ward, bor
ough, and townghlp offieers, for regu

Inr terms of aervice, shall be held on
the municlpal election day; pbumely,
the Tuesdny foliowing the lrst Moo~
day of Novembur in each odd-number-
ed year, but the Genoral Assembly
may by law fix a different day, two-
thirds of all the members of each
House consenting thereto: Provided,
That such elections shall be held In
an odd-numbered year: Provided fur
ther, That all judges for the courts
of the several judicial districts hold-
ing office at the present time, whose
terms of office may end in an odd
numbered year, shall continue to hold
their offices until the first Monday of
January in the next succceding even-
numbered year,

“All taxes shall be uniform, upou
the same clauss of gubjects, within the
territorial limits of the authority levy-
ing the tax, and shall be levied and
collected under genernl laws; but the
General Assembly may, by generul
laws, exempt from taxation public
property used for publie purposes,
actunl places of religious worslip,
places of burial not used or held for
private or corporate profit, and lnsticu-
tions of purely publie chuarity,” so as
to read as follows:

All taxes shall be uniform upon the
same classg of subjects, within the ter-
ritorial limits of the authority levying
the tax, and shall be levied and col
lected under general laws, and the
subject of taxation may be classified
for the purpose of laying graded or
progresglve taxes; but the General
Assembly may, by general laws, ex-
empt from taxation publle property
used for public purposes, actual places
of religious worship, places of burlal
not used or held for private or cor
porate profit, and institutions of pure-
ly public charity.

municipal liability, Where municlk
palities of counties shall issus obliga-
tions to provide for the construction
of property, ns herein provided, sald
sald municipalities or counties may
also issue obligations to provide for
the Interest and sinking-fund charges
accruing thereon until sald properties
ghall have been completed and in op-
eration for a period of one year; and
gald munieipalities and counties shall
not be required to levy o tax to pay
snid Interest and sinking-fund charges,
